have been k nown to raise the temper­ 
ature of grain to 8 8 degrees Fahrenheit 
and 9 5 degrees Fahrenheit when the 
outside or room tem perature was be­ 
low 50 degrees. 
It Is highly neces­ 
sary , therefore, In warehouses where 
large q uantities of grain are stored to 
k eep the tem perature of the grain 
low and particularly to destroy any 
inlecta which may be present. 
A study of the effect of fumigation 
upon heating grain has been made by 
the bureau of entomology of the Unit­ 
ed States Department of Agriculture. 
This 
has 
demonstrated 
that 
when 
heating Is a result of insect infesta­ 
tion the insects can be k illed and^ the 
tem perature of the grain reduced to 
normal by fumigation with hy drocy an­ 
ic-acid gas or carbon disulphide. 
Even 
grain and beans heating to 108 degrees 
Fahrenheit have been reduced to nor­ 
mal temperatures by fumigation. Such 
reduction in tem perature prevents the 
continued destruction of grain in cold 
weather, when owners, not understand­ 
ing the ability of insects to raise grain 
temperatures, believe they are enjoy ing 
protection due to insect inactivity re­ 
sulting from tem peratures of 50 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit or lower. 


Secret of Storing Ice 
for Use During Summer 
\\ hen putting up ice it is Important 
that it be well stored in the ice house. 
Put the cak es or pieces as closely to­ 
gether as possible, 
and fill 
In 
the 
crack s and holes between pieces of 
ice. 
The whole secret of storing Ice 
is to prevent any circulation of air 
between the cak es. 
Leave about one foot or more of 
space between the wall and the pile 
of ice. 
This space should be filled 
with sawdust, shavings, or chopped 
straw which prevents the rapid melt­ 
ing of the ice, and also prevents the 
| w ater from k eeping the ice house wall 
wet, so that it decay s rapidly . There 
i must be a passageway between the 
pile of Ice and the roof to where the 


j air Is to pass through freely . 
As electric pow-er Is becoming more 
common in country districts there Is 
greatly Increasing Interest In the use 
of artificial ice and electric refrigerat­ 
ing units, which are a great deal more 
convenient, and in the long run prob­ 
ably us economical as natural stored 
Ice. 


Certified Potato Seed 
Is First Large Factor 
Gottlieb Pfeefer, living northwest of 
Lafay ette In Tippecanoe county , Ind., 
grew 8 5 bushels of real potatoes from 
8 bushels of certified early Chios and 
demonstrated to his own satisfaction 
that good seed stock pay s. 
Pfeefer secured 8 bushels of certi­ 
fied potato seed from the Tippecanoe 
county farm bureau last spring. 
The 
Chios cost $1.8 1 a bushel. 
These he 
planted on a rich barn lot and gave 
them good care throughout the grow­ 
ing season. 
At digging time he har­ 
vested 8 5 bushels or the largest and 
best crop ho had ever grown.

Penn called the hardy men and wom­ 
en who answered his advertisements 
Adventurers.”

leaves out of Penn’s hook . 
Rut, in 
simple justice to the great realtor, he

Penn was no t o nly a seller o f 
land. 
He was a seller o f tho se things 
which alo ne make land wo rth while. 
He adv ertised to sell liberty with 
his land, to sell escape fro m Old wo rld 
despo tism, to sell new o ppo rtunities 
fo r the so uls o f men. 
In fact, It was 
the intangibles that made his plo ts 
and lo ts In the wilderness o f America 
salable. 
Penn was the Ideal realto r, 
because he made the new land the 
mere o utward co nditio n o f tho se rights 
and liberties witho ut which land in 
Pennsy lv ania 
to day 
wo uld 
no t 
be 
wo rth much mo re than it was when 
William Penn was selling it at 2 pence 
an acre.

stead of usual knife. 
Dr. Maximilian 
Stern, of the

hosp ital, 
New York, is in a great measure re­ 
sp onsible for the innovation and he 
has successfully dem onstrated it to a 
great many medical men whose a t­ 
tention has been called to the new 
method. 
It 
is 
called 
the "Radio 
knife” and has been in use for aoout 
six months and it is claimed th at it 
greatly reduces the element or dan- 
ger in a great m any delicate op er­ 
ations. 
It is esp ecially 
valuable 
in cancer 
op erations in which the m ortality is 
hi ah. 
With some little imp rovements 
which have been suggested and which 
are being carried 
out, it 
is thought 
th a t the p ercentage of failures in this 
field will be m aterially reduced. The 
new device resem bles a hard rubber 
baton tip p ed with a ste^l wire. 
W ith the use of this knife, the sev­ 
ered °nds are 
seared and this

aw ay with the tedious task of “tying” 
which has heretofore been necessary.
